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THE  NEW  FERTILIZER  LAW. 

The  State  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  passed  an  Act  con- 
cerning commercial  fertilizers,  amendatory  of  the  old  law  of  this 
State.  This  act  took  efiect  on  the  2nd  day  of  May  of  this  year. 
In  the  meantime  a  number  of  brands  of  fertilizers  had  been  regis- 
tered under  the  provisions  of  the  old  law,  which  will  govern  the 
sales  of  the  same  throughout  the  calendar  year.  Since  the  2nd 
daj^  of  May  a  number  of  brands  have  been  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  new  law,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  found  on  the 
last  pages  of  this  Bulletin. 

The  amendments  to  the  old  law  are  so  important  as  to  deserve 
some  discussion. 

The  ODJect  of  this  new  law  is  to  provide  the  purchaser  of  com- 
mercial fertilizers,  at  the  time  the  purchase  is  made  or  solicited, 
with  all  the  information  that  may  be  necessary  to  enable  him  to 
select  a  fertilizer  intelHgently. 

To  this  end  the  law  requires  that  every  parcel,  or  package  of 
commercial  fertilizer  and  nianure,  or  material  used  for  manurial 
purposes,  that  is  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  had  in  pos- 
session with  intent  to  sell,  shall  have  conspicuously  affixed  thereto 
a  plainly  printed  statement  containing  the  information  just  men- 
tioned, which  information  is  furnished  by  the  manufacturer  under 
oath. 

So  under  this  new  law  the  manufacturer  files  with  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  an  affidavit  setting 
forth  the  composition  of  the  various  brands  of  fertifizers  to  be  sold 
in  this  State.  The  Director  furnishes  the  manufacturer  with  the 
tags  setting  forth  the  statements  found  in  the  affidavit.  The  man- 
ufacturer places  the  tags  on  the  bags  or  barrels  of  fertilizers  to  be 
sold  in  the  State.     The  Director  examines  the  fertilizers  on  sale  as 
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to'whether  they  are  as  good  as  [claimed  in  the  affidavit  (and  on 
the  tag)  and  publishes  the  results  of  such  examinations  in  the 
Bulletins  of  the  Station,  and  in  case  the  goods  are  not  "up  to 
guarantee,"  takes  such  other  steps  as  the  law  provides. 

At  first  sight  there  may  appear  to  be  very  little  difference 
between  this  new  law  and  the  old  one,  but  a  more  careful  com- 
parison will  show  that  the  new  law  possesses  many  advantages  for 
the  purchaser,  and  removes  many  hardships  to  the  trade;  in  fact, 
it  is  an  improvement  on  the  old  law  at  almost  every  point. 

The  old  law  was  satisfied  with  the  one  question,  "how  much," 
— it  simply  required  that  the  manufacturer  state  the  amount  of 
phosphoric  acid,  potash  and  nitrogen  contained  in  his  fertilizers. 
It  raised  no  question  as  to  the  qualit}*  of  the  materials  used,  or  as 
to  their  value  from  an  agricultural  (or  any  other)  standpoint.  So 
long  as  a  manufacturer  put  into  his  fertilizers  as  much  of  the 
various  constituents  as  he  claimed,  it  did  not  matter  what  mate- 
rials he  used.  He  might  use  nitrate  of  soda  or  dried  blood,  or  he 
might  use  hoof  parings,  ground  leather,  tannery  tankage,  or  shod- 
dy; it  was  simply  a  matter  of  conscience  or  business,  or  both.  So 
far  as  our  old  law  was  concerned  one  material  was  just  as  good  as 
another,  and  to  make  matters  worse  the  old  law  required  a  valua- 
tion, based  solely  on  the  quantity  of  the  various  constituents. 
The  new  law  requires  that  the  manufacturer  submit  an  affidavit 
setting  forth  not  only  the  amount  of  the  various  constituents,  but 
also  "the  materials  from  which  said  constituents  are  derived." 
In  other  words  the  new  law  looks  after  the  quality  as  well  as  the 
quantity  of  the  materials  used.  The  manufacturer  states  in  his 
affidavit  whether  the  nitrogen  is  derived  from  nitrate  of  soda, 
dried  blood,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  fish  scrap,  tankage,  leather, 
etc. ;  whether  the  potash  is  derived  from  the  high  grade  sulphate 
or  muriate  of  potash,  or  from  kainit,  sylvinit,  wood  ashes,  tobac- 
co stems,  etc. ;  and  similarly  in  the  case  of  the  phosphoric  acid, 
and  in  case  more  than  one  such  material  is  used  to  furnish  a  sin- 
gle constituent,  he  states  the  amount  derived  from  each. 

The  tag  is  simply  a  copy  of   the  affidavit.      The  information 
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which  it  places  at  the  disposal  of  the  purchaser  will  appear   from 
the  following  example:

3.  That  .the  potash  is  derived  from  the  sulphate  of  potash;  that 
the  nitrogen  is  derived  one-third  from  nitrate  of  soda,  one-third 
from  dissolved  bone,  and  one-third  from  flsh  scrap;  that  the  phos- 
phoric acid  is  derived  three-fifths  from  phosphate  rock;  three- 
tenths  from  dissolved  Lone,  and  one-teuth  from  fish  scrap.

To  an}^  one  who  has  given  such  matters  very  much  attention, 
it  will  be  evident  that  the  tag  required  to  be  affixed  under  this 
new  fertilizer  law  furnishes  all  the  information  necessary  for  the 
intelligent  selection  of  a  fertilizer  for  any  and  all  purposes,     In- 


A  Bulletin  devoted  to  the  sources  and  composition  of  the  various  materials  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  commercial  fertilizers,  and  discussing  at  some  length  their 
adaptability  to  various  agricultural  operations,  is  now  ready  for  the  printer,  and 
will  be  issued  in  a  few  weeks. 
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deed  if  a  farmer  were  to  purchase  his  own  materials  and  mix  his 
own  fertilizers  he  could  hardly  have  any  more  information  in 
regard  to  their  composition  than  he  would  find  on  the  tag  requir- 
ed by  the  new  law.  He  does  not  have  the  information  in 
regard  to  the  composition  of  his  raw  materials.  He  does  not  have 
the  necessary  equipment  for  mixing  these  raw  materials  as  they 
ought  to  be  mixed,  and  cannot  do  this  work  as  well  or  as  cheap- 
ly as  the  manufacturer^  who  is  provided  with  every  facility  for 
doing  such  work.  Furthermore,  the  small  quantities  with  which 
he  has  to  deal  would  not  justify  him  in  giving  the  necessary  atten- 
tion to  the  markets  to  enable  him  to  obtain  his  raw  materials  at 
the  best  prices.  But  if  he  could  obtain  the  materials  at  the  low- 
est prices;  if  he  was  provided  with  the  facilities  for  mixing  them, 
as  well  and  as  cheaply  as  the  manufacturer,  he  would  still  lack 
the  necessary  information  in  regard  to  the  (Composition  of  his 
materials,  and  consequently  of  h's  mixed  products.  Under  this 
new  law  he  has  all  the  information  that  could  poi^sibly  be  obtain- 
ed by  mixing  his  own  fertilizers,  and  in  addition  to  thih'  he  has 
the  assistance  of  di^dnterested  parties  in  charge  of  the  fertilizer  con- 
trol, in  determining  whether  the  composition  of  all  registered  fer- 
tilizers is  what  it  is  represented  to  be. 

The  law  requires  the  Director  of  the  Experiment  Station  to 
take  samples  of  any  and  all  fertilizers  sold  in  the  State:  and  pro- 
vides that  any  purchaser  of  commercial  fertilizers  may  submit  for 
analysis  a  sample  of  the  same  in  accordance  Avith  rules  and  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  Director  of  the  Station;  and  that  the  lat- 
ter shall  report  the  results  of  such  analyses  to  the  purchaser  sub- 
mitting the  same.  .  So  there  need  no  longer  be  any  doubt  as  to 
the  composition  or  value  of  any  registered  brand  of  fertilizer,  or 
as  to  its  adaptability  to  the  various  agricultural  operations. 

It  is  clearly  the  spirit  of  this  new  law  that  a  manufacturer  or 
his  dealers  may  sell  what  they  please,  so  long  as  they  state  clearly 
what  they  are  going  to  sell,  and  sell  what  they  claim.  There  are 
fertilizer  laws  which  require  that  certain  naaterials  shall  not  be 
used  in  commercial  fertilizers;  others  which  require  that  in  case 
certain  materials  are  claimed  they  shall   not   be  found   in  smaller 
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quantities  than  a  certain  per  cent.  But  it  appeared  to  those  who 
framed  this  new  fertiHzer  law  that  such  requirements  were  unne- 
cessary, and  really  unjust;  for  there  might  be  farmers  having  to 
deal  with  soils  that  might  be  profitably  improved  by  the  use 
of  such  forbidden  materials;  and  there  certainly  would  be  those 
having  soils  that  would  not  require  wo  much  of  certain  constitu- 
ents as  the  minimum  amount  referred  to.  It  was  thought  far  bet- 
ter to  require  that  the  manufacturer  state  just  what  materials  are 
used  in  his  fertilizers,  and  leave  the  purchas-^r  to  decide  whether 
such  materials  are  useful  to  him. 

In  order  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  any  misunderstanding  on 
the  part  of  dealers  or  purchasers,  it  may  be  well  to  call  special 
attention  to  one  or  two  requirements  of  this  new  law. 

The  law  devotes  itself  exclusively  to  the  statements  found  on 
the  tags,  so  it  does  not  matter  what  may  be  printed  on  the  sacks, 
or  whether  there  is  anything  printed  on  them,  so  long  as  the  tags 
are  in  place.  The  tag^  however^  must  he  in  place;  to  this  rule 
there  is  positively  no  exception. 

It  is  clearly  the  intention  of  the  law,  and  certainly  the  matter 
of  first  importance,  that  the  composition  of  the  fertiliser  be  accu- 
rately set  forth  by  the  statements  on  the  tag.  To  fall  short  of  this 
would  be  to  use  the  law  to  deceive  the  purchaser,  and  those  in 
charge  of  the  fertilizer  control  in  this  State  are  determined  to  leave 
nothing  undone  that  will  contribute  to  the  confidence  of  the  pur- 
chaser in  the  statements  found  on  the  tags;  or,  to  put  it  in  other 
words,  they  are  determined  that  such  statements  shall  be  in  accor- 
dance with  the  facts,  and  that  the  parties  attempting  any  decep- 
tion shall  receive  the  limits  of  the  penalties  provided  in  such  cases. 

Occasionally,  a  manufacturer  will  state  in  the  affidavit  requir- 
ed by  the  new  law,  that  his  various  constituents  may  be  derived 
from  one  or  more  of  several  malerials,  for  example— that  the  pot- 
ash is  derived  from  "the  sulphate  or  muriate  of  potash,"  and 
when  the  affidavit  is  returned  to  him  further  correspondence  re- 
veals the  fact  that  he  would  use  the  one  material  or  the  other, 
according  to  circumstances;  that  is  to  say,  a  particular  brand 
would  at  one  time  be  composed  of   one   set  of  materials,   and  at 
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another  time  altogether  different  materials  would  be  used.  Of 
course  this  was  clearly  admissilile  under  the  old  law,  which  devot- 
ed itself  exclusively  to  the  quantity  of  the  various  constituents, 
but  such  practices  cannot  be  tolerated  for  a  moment  under  the 
new  law,  as  this  attaches  as  much  importance  to  the  character 
of  the  materials  as  to  the  quantity  present.  In  such  cases  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  manufacturer  to  register  a  particular  brand  as 
many  times  as  he  changes  the  materials  used,  for  in  no  other  way 
can  the  stalements  on  the  tag**  be  kept  in  accordance  with  the  com- 
position of  the  fertilizer.  The  manufacturer  may  register  as  many 
mixtures  as  he  pleases  under  the  same  name,  or  he  may  use  as 
many  names  as  he  pleases  for  the  same  mixture,  hut  the  state- 
ments on  the  tag  must  in  every  instance  truthfully  and  clearly 
represent  the  covijjosition  of  the  fertilizer  to  which  the  tag  is 
attached. 

Manufacturers  have  claimed  that  they  could  not  tell  in  advance 
just  what  materials  they  would  use  in  preparing  their  various 
brands,  but  they  can  certainly  tell  the  composition  of  the  goods 
that  are  ready  for  sale,  and  for  which  tags  are  being  ordered,  and 
in  case  they  see  fit  to  change  the  materials  used,  in  any  case  they 
can  change  the  affidavit  accordingly.  It  is  to  be  observed  that 
this  repeated  registration  cannot  be  construed  as  a  hardship  to  the 
manufacturer,  for  the  registration  fee  has  been  reduced  to  the  nom- 
inal sum  of  one  dollar,  while  under  the  old  law  it  might  be  as 
much  as  thirty  dollars,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  any  manufacturer 
will  want  to  put  upon  the  market  more  than  thirty  different  mix- 
tures under  the  same  name.  The  fact  that  some  manufacturers 
have  been  surprised  to  find  that  the}^  could  not  vary  at  will  the 
materials  used  in  compounding  their  fertilizers,  without  account- 
ing for  such  variations,  is,  from  the  farmers'  standpoint,  the  ver}' 
best  evidence  in  favor  of  the  superiority  of  this  new  law. 

It  is  also  to  be  observed  that  notwithstanding  the  severity  of 
the  tag  features  of  the  new  law  and  the  abundance  of  information 
which  it  places  at  the  disposal  of  the  farmer,  it  really  removes 
many  of  the  unnecessary  hardships  to  the  trade.  The  tags  requir- 
ed by  the  old  law  contained  the  results  of  the  analysis  of  the  "offi- 
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citd  sample"  submitted  by  the  manufacturer  each  year,  for  which 
reason  such  tags  were  good  for  une  year  only,  and  as  such  tags 
could  not  be  printed  until  the  analyses  could  be  made,  unavoidable 
and  annojnng  delays  for  obvious  reasons  frequently  occurred;  but 
the  tag  required  by  the  new  Statute  being  simply  a  reproduction 
of  the  affidavit  of  the  manufacturer  can  be  shipped  immediately 
on  receipt  of  the  affidavit,  so  there  can  be  no  reason  whatever  for 
a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturer  or  dealers  to  have  the 
tags  properly  affixed.  It  will  be  observed,  also,  that  the  tags 
required  by  the  new  law  can  be  used  from  year  to  year  so  long  as 
the  affidavit  remains  unchanged. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  Section  8  of  the  Statute^ 
which  requires  that  every  agent  or  dealer  in  fertilizers  or 
manures^  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  in  this  State^  when 
ordering  consignments  thereof,  shall  promptly  notify  the 
Director  of  the  Experiment  Station  of  the  amount  ordered  and 
the  p>lace  and  approximate  time  of  the  delivery  of  said  fertil- 
izers and  manures.  There  are  many  reasons  why  this  provision 
of  the  Statute  should  be  strictly  observed,  and  the  attention  of 
dealers  is  called  to  it  for  that  purpose 

Tho.*!e  in  charge  of  the  fertilizer  control  in  this  State  have 
great  pleasure  in  calling  attention  to  the  merits  of  a  law  which 
the}'  can  heartily  endorse,  and  which  they  believe  deserves  the 
heartiest  support  of  all  parties  interested  in  commercial  fertilizers 
in  this  State. 
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AN   ACT    CONCERNING    COMMERCIAL  FERTILIZERS, 
STATE  OF  WEST  VIRGINIA. 


AN  ACT  concerning  commercial  fertilizers,  and  repealing  chapter 
seventy-two  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  West  Virginia,  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one. 

[Passed  February  2d,  1901.] 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  West  Virginia: 

1.  Every  jjerson  who  shall  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have 
in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell  in  this  State,  any  commercial 
fertilizer  or  manure,  shall  aflix  conspicuously  to  every  package 
thereof  a  plainly  printed  statement,  slearly  and  truly  certifying 
the  number  of  net  pounds  of  fertilizer  in  a  package,  the  name, 
brand  or  trade-mark  under  which  the  fertilizer  is  sold,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  manufactur'^r,  the  place  of  manufacture,  and 
stating  the  percentage  of  nitrogen  or  its  equivalent  in  ammonia, 
or  potash,  soluble  in  distilled  water  and  of  phosphoric  acid  in 
available  form,  soluble  in  distilled  water,  and  reverted,  as  well 
as  the  total  phosphoric  acid,  and  the  materials  from  which  said 
constituents  are  derived.  In  the  case  of  those  fertilizers  which  con- 
sist of  other  cheaper  materials,  said  labels  shall  give  a  correct  gen- 
eral statement  of  the  composition  and  ingredients  of  the  elements 
relied  upon,  contained  in  the  fertilizer  which  it  accompanies. 

2.  Before  any  commercial  fertilizer  is  sold,  offered  or  exposed 
for  sale  in  this  State,  the  manufacturer,  importer  or  party  who 
causes  it  to  be  sold,  exposed  or  offered  for  sale,  shall  file  with  the 
Director  of  the  West  Virginia  Agricultural  Experiment  Station, 
under  oath,  the  statement  required  to  be  affixed  under  section 
one  of  this  act. 

Provided,  That  when  the  manufacturer  of  any  brand  of  fertilizea 
or  manure  shall  lile  said  sworn  statement  no  agent  or  dealer  shall 
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be  required  to  file  such  statement.     The  making  of  any  affidavit 
required  by  this  chapter  falsely  shall  be  perjury. 

3.  The  manufacturer,  importer,  agent  or  seller  of  any  brand 
of  commercial  fertilizer  or  material  used  for  manurial  purposes, 
shall  pay  for  each  brand  at  the  time  he  files  a  sworn  statement 
required  by  section  two  of  this  act  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar 
per  annum. 

4.  The  registration  fee  required  to  be  paid  by  section  three  of 
this  act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  West  Virginia  Uni- 
versity for  thp  use  of  the  iVgricultural  Experiment  Station,  and 
the  party  making  such  pa^'^ment  shall  take  from  the  said  treas- 
urer triplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  he  shall  retain,  and 
the  others  shall  be  deposited,  one  with  the  Director  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station,  and  the  other  with  the. secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Regents,  and  by  them  filed  and  preserved  in  their 
respective  offices. 

5.  Immediately  after  the  filing  of  the  receipts  aforesaid,  with 
the  Director  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  said  Director 
shall  issue  a  certificate  to  the  oarty  making  such  payment^  stating 
the  amount  of  fees  paid;  and  the  name,  brand  or  trade-mark 
under  which  the  fertilizer  is  sold,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
manufacturer  or  importer,  the  place  of  manufacture,  and  that  the 
appliciiit  for  said  certificate  is  authorized  to  sell  said  fertilizer 
within  the  State  of  West  Virginia  for  the  period  of  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  -January  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  in- 
clus've.  Said  certificates  may  be  issued  at  any  time  for  and  dur- 
ing the  current  year,  and  may  be  issued  during  the  month  of 
December  for  thfi  year  com  nencing  on  the  first  day  of  -January 
thereafter. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  West  Virginia 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  to  print  or  cause  to  be  printed  a 
label  or  tag  setting  forth  the  sworn  statement  required  in  section 
two  of  this  act.  The  Director  shall  furnish  such  labels  or  tags  in 
quantities  in  one  hundred  or  multiples  thereof,  to  any  person  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  desiring  to  sell,  offer 
or   expose   for   sale   any  commercial  fertiliz«ir   in  this  State,    and 
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shall  receive  pay  therefor  at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  for  such  num- 
her  of  labels  or  tags  as  may  be  required  to  be  affixed  to  one  ton  of 
fertilizer,  and  shall  without  delay,  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  West  Virginia  University,  for  use  of  the  Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Station,  and  take  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of 
which  he  shall  retain,  and  the  other  he  shall  deliver  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Regents,  who  shall  file  and  preserve  the  same 
in  his  office. 

7.  The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  West  Virginia  University  shall 
expend  the  money  received    under   the  provisions  of   this   act   in 

meeting  the  legitimate  expenses  of  the  station  in  making  analyses 
of  fertilizers,  in  experimental  tests  of  same,  and  in  such  other  ex- 
l)erimental  work  and  purchases  as  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
the  farmers  of  this  State,  and  shall  include  in  their  annual  report 
a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  thereof. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  dut}'  of  the  Director  of  the  said  Experiment 
Station,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  to  take  samples  for  analysis  from 
any  lot  or  packages  of  an}'  fertilizer  or  manure  which  may  be  in 
the  possession  of  any  dealer  in  the  State,  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  prescribe  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  to  carry  fully  into  effect  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing (jf  this  act;  and  any  agriculturalist,  purchaser  of  an}'  fertilizer 
or  manure  in  this  State  may  take  a  sample  of  the  same  under  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Director  of  the  said  Experiment  Sta- 
tion and  forward  the  same  to  him  for  analysis,  and  if  the  Director 
has  reason  to  believe  that  the  manufacturer  of,  or  dealer  in,  such 
fertilizer  or  manure  has  made  any  false  or  fraudulent  representa- 
tions in  regard  to  said  fertilizer  or  manure,  he  shall  cause  the  said 
sample  to  be  analyzed  free  of  charge,  and  certify  the  same  to  the 
person  forwarding  the  sample.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
agent  or  dealer  in  fertilizers  or  manures,  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act,  in  this  State,  when  ordering  consignments  thereof,  to 
promptly  notify  the  Director  of  the  said  Experiment  Station  of  the 
amount  ordered,  and  the  place  and  approximate  time  of  delivery 
of  said  fertilizers  and  manures. 

9.  Said  Director  shall  also  publish  by  bulletin,  the  brand,  name 
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and  location  of  the  manufacturer  and  chemical  analysis  of  every 
fertilizer  or  manure  analyzed  or  caused  to  be  analyzed  by  him . 
Said  last  publication  to  be  made,  if  practicable,  before  the  time  at 
which  said  fertilizer  is  to  be  applied  to  the  soil. 

10.  Any  manufacturer  or  vendor  of  any  fertilizer  or  manure 
who  shall  sell  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale  any  fertilizer  or  manure 
without  having  previously  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

11.  Any  company,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  wilfully  re- 
move from  or  deface  or  change  any  label,  or  tag,  or  brand  affixed 
to  any  package  of  fertilizer  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  before 
sucn  fertilizer  has  been  used  for  manurial  purposes,  or  who  shall 
sell  such  fertilizer  without  such  label  or  tag  being  affixed  thereto 
at  the  time  of  the  sale,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

12.  Any  company,  firm  or  person  who  shall  remove  from  or 
cause  to  be  removed  from  any  package  of  commercial  fertilizer  or 
manure  any  statement,  label  or  tag  affixed  thereto  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  affix  or  cause  the  same  to  be  affixed  to  any 
other  package  of  commercial  fertilizer  or  manure,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

13.  Any  company,  firm  or  person  violating  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  or  who  fails  to  comply  with  any  of  the  require- 
ments of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall,  when  no  other  penalty  is  pre- 
scribed, be  fined  not  less  than  ten  ?ior  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense.  But  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
apply  to  any  one  who  manufactures  fertilizers  for  his  own  use  and 
not  for  sale. 

14.  The  Director  of  said  Experiment  Station  shall  report  to  the 
prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  where  the  offense  was  commit- 
ted all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  failure  to  com- 
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ply  therewith,  and  a  copy  of  any  label,  statement  or  tag  required 
to  be  filed  with  said  Director  or  prepared  by  him,  and  any  analysis 
made  or  caused  to  be  made  by  him,  when  duly  certified  by  said 
Director,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  any  prosecution  or  suit 
for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

I,  Harry  Shaw,  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  West  Vir- 
ginia, hereby  certif}'  that  the  paper  hereto  annexed  is  a  true  copy 
of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  West  Virginia,  passed  on  the  second 
day  of  Februar}',  1901,  and  approved  by  the  Governor  on  the 
ninth  day  of  February,  1901;  and  that  the  same  takes  effect  ninety 
daj's  from  the  date  of  its  passage.
